HE vexed question of equal 

pay for women has arisen 
again in) the Houre of 
Commons, this time in- 
stigated by the presentation 
of petitions alyned by more 
than on million — British 
women, In Westminster in 
recent years this question 
has unfortunntely become 
n cause of umusement more 
than anything else und the 
light-hearted manner of 
Mr Butler at question time 
on Tuesday could have 
provided little consolation 
for those who today are 
showing a growing = im- 
patience with the Govern- 
ment’s reluctance to deal 
with the problem. This {m- 
patience, however, can only 
detract from their cause. A 
case in point was the charge 
by Dr Edith Summerskill 
(‘women civil servants are 
being exploited as cheap 
Jabour”), If her statement 
was meant acriously it will 
be dismissed by most falr- 
minded people as the product 
of sheer prejudice or Op- 
position Irresponsibility. Jt 
might an well have been left 
unsold, At present | the 
Government can do little 
more thin reiterate, that it 
has conceded the principle of 
equal pay; that the adjust- 
ment will be undertaken 
when economic — conditions 
allow. The Chancellor 
pointed out that to raise 
the salaries of female civil 
servants and school teachers 
today to the levels of the 
men's salaries would mean 
adding about £30 million a 
year to the national budget. 
The problem does not end 
there. To put the women In 
the civil service on a basis 
of equality with ‘men woula 
be to start a chain of re- 
netion throughout the com- 
munity. This would cause 
serious problems in industry 
today employlng many 
thousands more women than 
in pre-war years nnd 
desperately trying to over* 
come the problem of risits 
costs, It would also affect 
local government and the 
armed services,

of President Eisenhower last week. 

In handling questions at his press conference today the President 
was more relaxed and less inhibited in his support for crities of Senator 


Jaseph MeCarthy than he has been for many months, 

Abandoning in effect his usual practice of refusing to comment on state- 
ments made by individual Senators, the President endorsed charges by veteran 
Republican Senator Ralph Flanders that McCarthyism was aplitting the Re- 
publican Party and diverting urgently needed attention from the Communiat 
threat overseas.

John Foster Dulles, said today the United ‘States 
Government could not be content’ with merely 
good political relations on the American con- 
tinent, but also wanted good economic relations. 

‘Mr Dulles, who was addressing the Economic 
Committee of the Inter-American conference _ here, 
assured the 19 countries represented that the United 
States Government would study with an open mind any 
adjustment in its economic policy which might bring 
about mutual benefits. 


He said he did not take offence 
at the criticlsm aimed at the 
conference as, he stated, this 
was the thne fer plain speaking 
as between triends, and he 
welcomed frankness. 

Mr Doltes — suid 
States Government did not 
accept the view that another 
“depression” was likely as part 
of an inevitable cycle, and 
pointed out thot the abundant 
productivity of America was In- 
creasingly extending its benefits 
to more and more people. The 
United States cconomic position 
was a product of individual 
enterprise and the investment of 
private capital.
